Aim  of  the  School 

The  purpose  of  the  School  is  to  furnish  the  best  instruction  possible 
in  its  classes  whether  in  elementary  or  advanced  work.  A  manufacturing 
city  like  Worcester  has  a  great  future  in  the  way  of  making  its  products 
sought  not  only  for  their  usefulness  but  also  for  their  beauty  of  design. 

While  the  study  of  art  from  a  commercial  standpoint  alone  would  be 
undesirable,  the  practical  needs  of  the  students  are  carefully  con- 
sidered, and  at  the  same  time  emphasis  is  given  to  the  purely  artistic 
spirit,  which  is  an  essential  element  of  all  good  work. 

Location  of  the  School 

The  School  is  beautifully  situated  in  a  most  desirable  part  of  the  city, 
Salisbury  House  having  been  the  home  of  the  late  Stephen  Salisbury, 
founder  of  the  Worcester  Art  Museum. 

Since  being  taken  for  school  purposes,  the  building  has  been  re- 
modeled for  studios  and  craft  shops,  with  excellent  light  and  well 
equipped  with  the  most  up-to-date  appliances  for  work  in  the  various 
departments. 

Courses  of  Instruction 

During  the  early  training  of  art  students  it  is  quite  difficult  to  deter- 
mine exactly  what  use  they  will  make  of  their  art.  Therefore  it  is 
necessary  that  their  training  be  as  broad  as  possible.    No  designer  can 


do  without  drawing,  no  illustrator  or  painter  can  do  without  design, 
and  the  practical  application  of  drawing  and  design  through  some 
craft  is  an  excellent  training. 

The  courses  of  instruction  are  so  planned  that  all  regular  day  students 
may  take  the  full  course — Principles  of  Design,  Drawing  and  Painting, 
and  one  craft.

Tuition 

The  tuition  for  the  full  day  course,  including  three  subjects,  is  $12.00 
for  each  term,  or  $30.00  for  the  year. 

The  fee  for  Pottery  alone  is  $8.00  per  term,  or  $20.00  for  the  year. 
In  all  other  departments  the  full  fee  is  charged. 

A  free  tuition  is  granted  to  one  graduate  from  each  of  the  four  High 
Schools  and  the  two  Evening  Drawing  Schools. 

A  free  tuition  is  granted  for  the  following  year  for  the  best  work  in 
each  of  the  three-year  classes. 

Tuition  for  the  Saturday  Morning  Classes  is  $5.00  for  the  year. 
Free  tuition  is  offered  to  High  School  Pupils  who  are  recommended  by 
a  teacher  in  drawing  or  manual  training.  A  deposit  of  $1.00  is  required, 
which  will  be  refunded  at  the  end  of  the  year  if  conduct  and  attendance 
have  been  satisfactory. 

All  evening  classes  are  free  to  residents  of  Worcester  County,  with 
the  exception  of  a  studio  fee  of  $2.00  which  is  payable  in  advance.

Application  for  all  classes  may  be  made  in  writing  during  the  summer 
to  Miss  B.  C.  Upham,  40  William  Street,  Worcester;  upon  request  a 
prospectus  of  the  School  will  be  sent. 

Registration 

All  Day  Students  must  register  at  the  School  during  the  week  of 
September  25th,  between  2  and  4  in  the  afternoon. 

Evening  Students  may  register  at  the  School  during  the  month  of 
October,  between  10  A.  M.  and  Sp.m. 

An  application  for  admission  to  a  class  places  the  applicant's  name  on 
the  list.  The  student  must  register  at  the  School  before  the  opening 
day  in  order  to  secure  this  place. 

The  Evening  Classes  will  open  November  1st,  1916.
